The Grand Trunk Pacific 

Montreal, May 6—That the Grand 
Trunk Pacific promoters had definitely 
decided to abandon the project of 
buildirg across the narrows of Lake 
Winnipez and would have their trans- 
continental fine run through the city 
of Winnipeg, was the announcement 
made this afternoon by R S&. Login, 
on behalf of the management of the 
Grand Trunk 

Sir Charles Rivers Wilson-and Mr 
Hays arrived_in the city by special! 
train from St. Louis today, and will 
go to Ottawa tonight to be present 
when the Grand Trunk Pacific bill is 
brought down tomorrow. The of- 
ficial explanation of the company’s 
line through the west, was that, con- 
trary to expec‘ation, it had been found 
possible to build right through Winni- 
peg From this point the line will 
ron in ai northweterly direction 
through the Saskatoon district to Bat- 
tleford, where a brarch line will be 
built to Calgary, while the main line 
will continue on to Edmonton. From 
this point the company will :build two 
lines to the coasi, one through the 
Yellowhead Pass to Butte Inlet. and 
the second through the Peace River 
Pase to Port Simpson, From the lat- 
ter line an extension is proposed norch 
to Dawson. 

The eastern'end of this line will ex. 
tend from North Bay to Quevac, This 
portion wili, of course, be carried 
north of the St. Lawrence, with a 
mileage of about 525 «miles of new 
road The distance froin Quebec to 
Port Simpson by the Grand Trunk 
Pacific will be 3,205-miles, or about 
59 miles shorter than the distance 
from Quebec to Vancouver. over the 
Canadian Pacific Port Simpson is 
nearer-the Yukon by about 509 miles 
than Vancouver. 

Mr. Hays is of opinion that with u 
first-class main line traversing fhe 
west. with numerous branches collect- 
ing grain, as well as a well-equipped 
outlet to Port Arthur, he wil! be able 
in conjunction with an adequate fleet 
of Take wteamers and wih Che Hines 
of the Grand Trunk proper to handle 
at least 30,900,000. busheis of whea:

It is impossible to 
avoid “ringing against Russia today 
the direct accusation of this almokt 
unkpbown. but createst of crimes Her 
recent course in bothbthe near and the 
far east involves an absolwte defiance 
of the fundamenta! rules of interna- 
iiona! intercourse.
